From  the 
sixty  thlt  answered  the  call  the  squad 
has  now„been  trimmed  down  to  about 
thirty. '«j The  outlook  may  be  said  to 
be  fairly  promising.  There  are  a 
number  of  new  men  that  show  possi- 
biliti^r.-  though  'whether  they  will  be 
of  much  assistance  this  year  or  not 
is  a  Question.  There  is  one  advan- 
tage over  last  year  in  that  the  players 
are  better  known,  so  that  it  should 
not  take  as  long  to  select  the  team  as 
it  did  "last  year.  This  will  be  of  con- 
siderable help  in  getting  the  team 
work  and  inside  baseball  to  running 
smoothly. 

May's  leaving  college  has  necessi- 
tated the  developing  of  another  pitch- 
er.

Stanley  is 
fielding  as  well  as  last  year  and  his 
batting,  which  was  his  chief  weak- 
ness last  year,  promises  to  be  one 
hundred  per  cent,  better.  Alexander 
and  Miller  are  natural  batters.  Alex- 
ander's present  weakness  is  a  ten- 
dency to  slug.  Marks,  McLemore  and 
Schwartz  show  considerable  promise. 

The  scehdule  is  longer  and  harder' 
than  last  year's.  Seventeen  college 
games  are  already  contracted  for.  The 
hardest  games  will  probably  be  with 
Georgia  Tech.  and  Alabama.  To  win 
a  majority  of  the  games  this  year  will 
necessitate  the  hardest  kind  of  work 
on  the  part  of  the  players  and  the 
most  enthusiastic  support  on  the  part 
of  the  students.

The  baseball  material  has  been 
thinned  down  so  that  a  fair  line  can 
be  had  on  the  material.

Skinner  and  Burgess  will  probably  be 
found  on  third  and  first,  though  Bur- 
gess may  be  called  in  to  catch  in  case 
of  necessity.  The  leading  outfield 
candidate  sare  Stanley,  Steele,  Alex- 
ander, Miller,  Marks  and  McLemore. 
From  these  a  trio  ought  to  be  obtain- 
ed equal  to  the  strong  outfield  of  last 
year.  Steele  is  at  present  suffering 
with  a  lame  shoulder,  which  will  prob- 
ably round  out  all  right.  Stanley  is 
fielding  as  well  as  last  year  and  his 
batting,  which  was  his  chief  weak- 
ness last  year,  promises  to  be  one 
hundred  per  cent,  better.  Alexander 
and  Miller  are  natural  batters.  Alex 
ander's  present  weakness  is  a  ten- 
dency to  slug.  Marks,  McLemore  and 
Schwartz  show  considerable  promise. 

The  scehdule  is  longer  and  harder 
than  last  year  s.  Seventeen  college 
games  are  already  contracted  for.  The 
hardest  games  will  probably  be  with 
Georgia  Tech.  and  Alabama.  To  win 
a  majority  of  the  games  this  year  will 
necessitate  the  hardest  kind  of  work 
on  the  part  of  the  players  and  the 
most  enthusiastic  support  on  the  part 
of  the  students.
